Bonn, Apr. 16. 


The West German Government, under 
the pressure of rising public indignation, 
is investigating the danger to public 
health from smog—a suffocating mixture 


of fog and smoke. 


The investigation wag 


requested by the 


Lower House of Parliament which also asked for 
suggestions on measures to fight the danger, 


Wat Gorman newrpapers, 
talking of an “adr plague’ and 
Of “unacceptable anmoyance and 
damage," have stressed thad the 
need for clean alr is as Impor- 
tant as the neckd for clean water, 

The aren most affected by 
amog is the densely-populated 
industrial Ruhr, centre of Ger- 
many's rich coal amt stecl In- 
duetries, 


DENSE SCREEN 


Scientists have — ostablished 
that some 600,000 tuns of dust, 
soot, ushes and polsonous gases 
fan every ycar on the Ruhr, 
Irhablted by nearly one quarter 
of West Germany's population. 
A dense smog screen over the 
entire area prevents 50 per cent 
of the mm’s rays from reaching 
the ground at all. 

Motorists who travel through 
the Ruhr notice the effects of 
4be emog without dificulty— 
the eky is always overcast; 
breathing becomes more diM- 
cult; cows In the fields look 

Instead of white; hands, 
oc, shirt cuffe and collars get 
grubby; and on rainy days wind- 
ecreen wipers pile ou, black 
etreaks of dint on cither side, 
The poisonous dirt also forms a 
dangerously slippery layer on 
the roads and this causes 
numerous accidents. 

Doctors blame smog for an 
increasing prevalence of rickets, 
jung and all diseases, nose 
and aye imitations, and circula- 
tory troubles. 

The situatlon in the Ruhr is 
compared with that of emog- 
ridden London or Los Angeles. 


COMPLAINTS 


Complaints about poison in 
the air have also been registered 
in many other West German 
towns, matniy from people 
lving in the vicinity of In- 
dustrial and chemical works. 

In Hamburg, a small, dynamic 
businessman, 4942-yeur-old Karl- 
Heinz Giehren, hos founded an 
“Exmergoney Association against 
Alr  Gontaminatlon” to fight 
smog. With the backing of 
200,000 supporters, and their 
signatures, he travels round the 
country and jn personal conver- 
aations with industrialists, large 
ant email, tries to convinoe 
them of the urgency of keeping 
the air clean, “Do not walt un- 
Ul you are forced to act by law. 
Show your goodwill and do 
somothing now,” he tells them. 

If anyone doubts him, he 
pulls from hls brief case a 
bottled collection of poisonous 
gases which he picked up near 
industrial planta and invites his 
critics to “ry a nose-full.” 


BAD SMELLS 


Henrr Gichren bases his argu- 
ment on the conviction that bad 
smelle car cause bodily harm 
and that, dherefore, industrial 
plants which emit poisonous 
Gase, are crimes against the 
population. He has apptaicd to 
mombers of Parliament to give 
hie cause ¢ffoclive support— 
nnd to remember that many of 
his mearly 200,000 followers may 
give their vote in the forth- 
coming elections to the candid- 
ate who has done most to keep 
tho at clean.
